The great need for preventive orthodontics, patient 
instruction, worrisome phases of Children’s Dentistry 
will be handled from a practical, workable and re- 
munerative point of view for general practitioners in 
dentistry.

ON THE BEACH AND ME _ 


All the world will be in love with night, 
And pay no worship to the garish sun. ... 
—Shakes peare 


No more, no more! 

It is very curious how wise were some of those peoples whom we condescendingly 
refer to as savage. For example, the heir to the throne of Bogota had to be trained 
from a child—he lived in retirement in a temple where he could not see the sun, eat 
salt, nor talk with a woman. The heir to the kingdom of Sogamoso had to fast for seven 
years in the dark before succeeding to the throne. The prince who was to become the 
Inca of Peru had to fast for a month without seeing light. And the Japanese would 
not allow their Mikado to expose his sacred person to the open air, and the sun was 
not thought worthy to shine upon his head. Here, as a parenthesis in passing, may we 
not wonder if the Mikado was being dimly and prophetically protected from a brighter 
and closer artificial sun that burst over cherry-blossom land a coupla years ago? 

For the United States has become a nation of sun-worshipers, perhaps not in the 
pagan sense, but nonetheless in a very real one. People spend thousands of dollars 
a year on swimming trunks and suits, on lotions and sun glasses, on beach towels and 
all the rest that goes with an “afternoon at the beach.” 

Why, I wonder? Is it fun to get painfully blistered and suffer all week long? Is a 
dark tanned skin more attractive than a white one? Negroes who are light in color 
love to whiten their skins additionally in order to “pass”—that is, some of them do. 
And white people love to look more like Negroes. May one obscure reason be that 
one wants always to be what he cannot? Or is it even deeper, like the reason of the 
weightlifters’—a kind of obscure narcissism, a submerged self-love, that drives men 
and women to get their bodies the color of old coffee grounds? 

It was not until late in life that I came across John Donne’s unorthodox line to the 
sun rising, in which he yelped: “Busy old fool, unruly sun!” It shocked me profoundly, 
because up to that time I had always seen Apollo as the handsome sun-god, driving 
his chariot flamingly across the sky. Now I began to think of him differently. My 
disillusion was completed when shortly after that I saw one of the paintings of Paul 
Cadmus, called “Coney Island.” Seated atop the shoulders of a hirsute grinning ape- 
man, a leering potty woman grimaced at a camera taking her picture. The beach was 
loathsome with ugly bodies—hundreds of them—crowded together, eating hot- 
dogs, drinking beer, rubbing lotion on each other’s backs, and in general acting just 
the way they do on every beach in Chicago. 

Still, I did not get entirely turned against my friend the sun. If the beach was too 
much for me, the backyard was not. Some years ago in Ohio, on the first nice day, I 
blithely took a blanket out on the grass, and prepared for my first tan of the season. 
I guess something must have gone wrong, or else Apollo was really cookin’ on the 
front burner that day. By nightfall I was pink as a dipped lobster and smarting 
withal. By the next morning I was covered with tiny blisters, and I couldn’t put my 
pants on for a week. I fretted and fumed, but obviously in Columbus, Ohio, you 
couldn’t go out of the house without your pants. 

For a long time the lesson stayed with me. I would go out for the first time each 
season, dutifully rubbed with vinegar and olive-oil, smelling like a salad dressing that 
was a little old, and stay for thirty minutes—fifteen front and back. In this way I 
could develop a “respectable” tan, whatever that is. 
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I did not grow careless very soon, as long as I did my bathing in backyards. But 
suddenly this summer I got into the habit of going over to Foster Beach. I had sev- 
eral pleasant days. I swore at little laughing girls as they played ball and hit me on 
the head with it. I got three or four very pleasant cases of heartburn from the hot- 
dogs and mustard. I got water in my inner ear where it rumbled and gurgled for about 
a week. I picked up a small case of athlete’s foot, which readily responded to my own 
special treatment. I took some snapshots, and dropped my camera in the lake. I took 
a short-cut through a neighboring pool one day and got one cut on each foot—noth- 
ing serious, y’understand, and not much bleeding. 

Well, that short cut was rather fun, and the next week-end I tried it again. The 
bottom of the pool was covered with an engaging mat of fronds and lake-weeds, soft 
and pleasant to the touch. This time, as I waded out, I knew something was wrong. 
I reached down and pulled a two-inch nail out of the instep of my foot. 

Immediately, all the horrific tales of tetanus I had ever heard flashed through my 
mind! I saw my grandfather, an old country doctor, extracting a nail from a farm-boy, 
and giving him an anti-tetanus shot, but not in time to save him. I saw bodies arched 
upwards in frightful convulsions, with the weight resting on head and heels. I felt my 
own elbow muscles stiffening, and the muscles of my jaw growing tighter and tighter. 
I dived for my clothes with a wild yelp, hobbled to the street, hailed a taxi. Within 
minutes I was at the hospital, and the doctor had given me a shot. He looked mildly 
amused, but said I was wise. 

All that week I hobbled to work wearing a romantic slipper—very medieval, and 
one I had worm as an assistant devil in Faust. By Thursday the wound was well, and 
the rash that broke out on my second day had almost disappeared. Never again the 
pond, I thought. But still the beach was fun. 

Or so I thought. Just last Saturday I went over again. Usually some one is along, 
but this time I went alone. That was a mistake. Of course, I thought that I had al- 
ready enough tan to protect me. I flattered myself that I browned instead of burned. 
But I didn’t figger on falling asleep. I awakened four hours later, with the sun shifted 
and shining directly on the right side of my face. 

Well, that is why I am sitting here, alone and redly loitering, while no birds sing. 
That is why I am spending a week in the quiet swelter of my apartment. Maybe, the 
doctor says, I will be able to shave within ten days or so. 

I didn’t notice anything until early Sunday morning. My face was weeping, not 
my eyes. As a matter of fact, one eye was swollen completely shut. Again, I ran for 
the doctor. Sulfa, unguentine, then calomine, and heaven knows what he has in store 
for me next. I did feel exactly like one of the Hiroshima victims, because I realized 
I had got a small touch of what they got in a massive dose. 

Today, I look like something dreamed up by Hollywood for Boris Karlov. Once 
every few days I have to go out for groceries and the like. Little children run scream- 
ing to their mother’s skirts when they see me. Women try to stifle their gasps, and 
men turn pale beneath their tan. They all turn away shuddering, and try to keep 
from looking on my leprous face, the face that once belonged to a man. 

Well, this time I have really learned my lesson! I believe that I will go to one of the 
park district courts and voluntarily ask for some kind of a peace bond, or I suppose 
you would have to call it a “beach bond”—to keep me away from beaches over the 
week-end. I do not have enough sense to varnish a walnut, I guess, when it comes to 
beaches. The judge might raise one of his delicately tufted white eyebrows at such a 
request, but I think I can make him see my case, and if I just post enough money, I’ll 
be sure to stay away. After all, I will say to him, hundreds of thousands of people go to 
beaches over weekends, and nothing happens to them so consistently as it does to

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Decade Diary 


August 1937 


The first of three editorials was “Hitting the Bull’s Eye.” The Editor referred to 
the work recently completed by our State Department of Registration and Education 
in cleaning out illegitimate laboratory and X-Ray technicians. ““The National Meet- 
ing—Its Message” gave the Editor’s version of what the coming annual meeting 
should stand for. “Even the Temporary Teeth” discussed an article published in a 
Chicago daily paper which stated “Contrary to common belief, even the temporary 
teeth need attention.” 


This issue contained an excellent scientific paper “The Place of Radiography in 
a Successful Dental Practice” by Clarence O. Simpson. He first expressed his opin- 
ion on what he considered a successful dental practice and then asked “Are*you utiliz- 
ing the full assistance of radiography?” Simpson quoted Ed Kells as saying “A man 
cannot practice dentistry without an X-Ray machine at his elbow.” Simpson replied 
“He cannot do so then if he does not use that machine intelligently.” E. W. Schens- 
sler’s paper “The Value of Operative Procedures in Deciduous Teeth” was published 
in full. 


September 1937 


“Who Shall Enter Dentistry?” was the first editorial, in which the Editor expressed 
his opinion concerning the fitting of square pegs in round holes and vice versa. Also 
referred to were the additional time and training now required. 


The second editorial discussed a recent editorial appearing in Oral Hygiene titled 
“Dentor vs. Doctor” and the third editorial was “Accepted Dental Remedies.” This 
referred to a new book published by the Council of Dental Therapeutics of the 
A.D.A. The Editor wrote “This book should be a companion to our other essential 
ones, knowing that it contains safe and sane agents, and is a product of an unpreju- 
diced investigation.” 


Professor Fred Russell’s address “Now Open for Business,” as given at the annual 


May meeting banquet, was published in full. “Danger from Infection in Children’s 
Teeth” by Edward D. Coolidge was the only scientific paper published in this issue.

INCREASE IN A. D. A. DUES 


August 14, 1947. 


TO ALL SECRETARIES OF STATE DENTAL SOCIETIES: 


In accordance with Article XL, Section 4, of the Constitution the following action, 


taken by the House of Delegates on August 7, is transmitted to you for consideration : 


“The House of Delegates has approved a recommendation of the Reference 
Committee on Constitution and Bylaws that the annual membership dues in the 


Association be raised to $12.00 a year, an increase of $6.00 annually.” 


This amendment to the Constitution will be requested at the annual session of the 
House of Delegates in Chicago, 1948, and will be acted upon at that time. If ap- 
proved by the House of Delegates, the increase in dues from $6.00 to $12.00 will 
become effective on January 1, 1949. 


This action to increase dues was taken by the House of Delegates after considering 
the fact that the annual budget of the Association showed a potential deficit of more 


than $300,000 for the fiscal year 1947-1948. 


It will be appreciated very much if you will present this matter to your members.

The Division of Public Health Den- 
tistry of the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Health has proposed a set of general 
plans for participation with full-time lo- 
cal health departments in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of public health 
dental programs. These plans vary so as 
to meet the needs of counties that present 
different problems, such as financial sup- 
port, number of dentists in the area, and 
their interest in public health activities. 
Changes in these plans may be made 
from time to time to permit their adap- 
tability to a specific locality. 

The Division recommends that a full- 
time dentist be employed by any local 
health department which is capable of 
assuming the financial responsibility of 
the proposed program. The dentist, as 
a member of the staff of the local health 
department, would assume the responsi- 
bility for developing the program subject 
to the approval of the local dentists, the 
health officer and his board of health. 
(According to law, one member of each 
County Board of Health must be a den- 
tist.) The program must also meet the 
minimum requirements of the State De- 
partment of Public Health, if State aid is 
accepted. 

The dentist employed should have had 
public health training, but he may be an 
outstanding young dental graduate with 
a decided interest in public health and 
dentistry for children. If a young gradu- 
ate is employed, the Division of Public 
Health Dentistry will offer close con- 
sultant service for the program until he 
is capable of carrying on without assis- 
tance. 

Since dentistry is not a routine func- 
tion of all local full-time health depart- 
ments, the Division of Public Health 


Dentistry of the Illinois Department of 
Public Health will give financial assis- 
tance, upon request, to full-time local 
health departments that include such 
services in their programs. The first year 
this proposed plan is in operation, the 
local health department will be reim- 
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bursed for the salary paid to a full-time 
dentist. Dental equipment may be loaned 
to the city or county, and literature, 
forms, records and reports will be sup- 
plied at no cost to the local health de- 
partment. The city or county will be ex- 
pected to provide the small accessories, 
the expendable supplies, travel for the 
dentist, and the salary of an assistant 
needed to carry out the program. Dur- 
ing the second year, the local health de- 
partment assumes one-half of the den- 
tist’s salary and continues with the other 
incidentals mentioned above. The third 
year and thereafter, the local health de- 
partment will be expected to follow a 
formula in which the State Department 
of Public Health will contribute approxi- 
mately $1 for every $4 the local depart- 
ment sets aside for this purpose. 

For full-time health departments too 
small or financially unable to assume the 
responsibility of a program as presented 
above, a modified plan has been pro- 
posed, by which local dentists may be em- 
ployed on a part-time basis. This type of 
program is perhaps less effective because 
of the lack of a full-time dentist to co- 
ordinate the program and provide for 
uniform policies and procedures. 

The approval of the program by the 
local dentists and other groups mentioned 
in the previous plan would be required 
before initiation. The amount of time 
spent in this program should equal at 
least one-half that of a full-time dentist 
te warrant the expenditures proposed. 
The same financial assistance would be 
available under this plan. The total cost 
to the State Department of Public 
Health, under this plan, must not ex- 
ceed the one proposed for a full-time 
dentist. 

In areas without the services of a full- 
time local health department, a plan has 
been proposed for State assistance in the 
development and maintenance of a den- 
tal health program. The State district 
health department would serve as a local

Public Information

Programs in the extension of dental 
health service to more people depend 
greatly on public information activities, 
particularly at the local level. An in- 
formed public is the greatest ally the 
profession can have in its campaigns to 
establish practical dental health pro- 
grams in each community. 

In each state, there should be a care- 
fully planned program of public informa- 
tion. All information media—the press, 
radio, lecture platforms, pamphlets and 
health exhibits—should be used to enlist 
public support of dentistry objectives. 
Whenever possible, such programs should 
be directed by a full time executive secre- 
tary or a public relations consultant or 
advisor. Close supervision should be 
maintained by state officers and author- 
ized committees of the state societies. Sev- 
eral states now have excellent public re- 
lations programs in operation. These 
provide an excellent pattern of study for 
officers of state societies who do not now 
have an active operating division of pub- 
lic information. In all cases such pro- 
grams should supplement the national 
program being carried on by the Bureau 
of Public Information of the American 
Dental Association. 

Insofar as possible state public infor- 
mation programs should attempt to enlist 
all dentists in a continuing campaign to 
disseminate correct information regard- 
ing dentistry to the public. Each dentist 
should be kept fully informed regarding 
professional activities dealing with the 
public. Each state should establish a 
speakers bureau. Talks on dentistry 
should be encouraged at various public 
functions, particularly meetings of service 
clubs, Parent-Teachers Association, civic 
organizations and other groups. Summa- 
ries of these talks plus announcements of 
activities of state and local societies 
should be provided local newspapers and 
other publications. 
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Another important phase of any state- 
wide information program is the use of 
the radio. All radio stations devote a por- 
tion of their time to public service. With 
the proper type of programs dentistry 
will find most stations ready and eager to 
cooperate. It is important, however, that 
dental programs be well planned in ad- 
vance and not set up on the ‘spur of the 
moment. It is quite possible that a pro- 
gram such as “Your Dentist Speaks” 
could be established in each community 
on a weekly basis. The Bureau of Public 
Information of the American Dental As- 
sociation has available a number of 
scripts and transcriptions which can be 
used successfully. These can be secured 
at the Central Office in Chicago. Others 
can be devised locally to meet local prob- 
lems or cover items of interest. 

There is an almost inexhaustible list of 
subjects for local radio programs. A par- 
tial list follows:

In public relations activities dental so- 
cieties should maintain close cooperation 
with medical societies. What happens to 
medicine should be of great concern to 
dentistry as it will surely happen to den- 
tistry in turn. The two professions have 
common objectives. Particularly in the 
matter of national or state legislation 
should the professions work in harmony. 
Legislation is almost entirely dependent 
on public opinion and the public’s inter- 
ests. It should be on the basis of the peo- 
ple’s best interest that dentistry take 
action in support of or opposition to any 
legislation affecting public health. 





Puerto Rico

Your president was a guest of the An- 
nual Assembly of the College of Dentists 
of Puerto Rico, January 22 to January 
28, 1947. 

The experience will long be remem- 
bered because of its social and educa- 
tional opportunities. You would be proud 
of the organization and the work of the 
dentists of Puerto Rico. 

The problems of these dentists are very 
similar to the problems in the various 
states here. The great need is for the ex- 
tension of dental services to more people. 
Puerto Rico as a territory should be in- 
cluded in any grants-in-aid bill for den- 
tistry. 

The dentists of Puerto Rico are organ- 
ized as a constituent of The American 
Dental Association. Because of their lo- 
cation, history, customs, language and 
education in the United States, they are 
in an enviable position for support of a 
program of complete understanding be- 
tween North and South America. 
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When Puerto Rico was a possession of 
Spain, the dental profession there fol- 
lowed the same tactics as in Spain. There- 
fore, before the year 1875, there was no 
regulation to the practice of dentistry. In 
1875, the Spanish government published 
a decree prohibiting from practice all 
those who did not have a university title. 
On the 18th of October, 1898, when the 
Island was turned over to the United 
States, the dental profession in Puerto 
Rico was operating under the antiquated 
Spanish regulations. It was at this time, 
when the American Military Department 
took charge of the government, that an 
Army doctor was ordered to examine the 
licenses then in force. It was found that 
some persons, although not graduates 
from dental schools, were allowed to 
practice dental surgery by tolerance. The 
American Military Department extended 
licenses to these persons so that they 
could continue practice under the new 
government. In the year 1900, when the 








Civil Government was established in the 
Island, a Board of Dental Examiners was 
created by legislation. From that date on, 
every person who wished to practice den- 
tal surgery in Puerto Rico had to pre- 
sent a diploma from a school or college 
and pass an examination in order to 
obtain a license. 

In 1907, the first dental society was 
founded. Four years later, in 1911, it was 
incorporated as a unit of the former Na- 
tional Dental Association. This dental 
society of Puerto Rico was named “Aso- 
ciacion Dental de Puerto Rico” and con- 
tinued as such until 1942, when by a legis- 
lative disposition, it was created the 
“Colegio de Cirujanos Dentistas de 
Puerto Rico,” the only official institution 
of the dental class. 

The Colegio de Cirujanos Dentistas de 
Puerto Rico is an institution created by 
law and it is necessary that every den- 
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health unit. Any interested organization 
that follows the plan as set up by the 
Division of Public Health Dentistry of 
the State Department of Public Health 
may be eligible to receive a reimburse- 
ment for any fund expended for a public 
health dental program at the rate of 20 
cents for each 80 cents spent, so long as 
State funds are available for this purpose 
and the program meets the minimum re- 
quirements. 












tist belong to this society in order to prac- 
tice. This law has enabled the dental 
association to obtain a 100 per cent 
membership. The law also gives the den- 
tal class the right and power to make 
the necessary rulings to conduct the so- 
ciety. These rules are compulsory for each 
and every dentist in practice in Puerto 
Rico. 

The dental board is composed of three 
dentists appointed by the Governor of the 
Island but the dental institutions have the 
privilege to recommend the candidates 
for those positions. According to the law, 
strictly speaking, the Governor must se- 
lect from the list of candidates recom- 
mended by the dental societies. All candi- 
dates to practice dentistry in Puerto Rico 
must be graduates of accredited dental 
schools. With the exception of one or two 
dentists, all of them are graduates of 
American dental universities. 


The activities of any one of these pro- 
grams will be governed by the local den- 
tists. The Division of Public Health Den- 
tistry of the Illinois Department of Public 
Health recommends that three distinct 
services be included in the program, with 
an equal allotment of time. These serv- 
ices are dental education for all the peo- 
ple; remedial or emergency care for those 
who cannot obtain service otherwise; 
and preventive dental care for all chil- 
dren whose parents are willing for them 
to receive approved preventive treat- 
ments.

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DR. BRODIE RECEIVES 
GEORGES VILLAIN PRIZE 


Dr. Allan G. Brodie, acting dean of the 
University of Illinois college of dentistry, 
received the Georges Villain prize “for 
outstanding contributions to dentistry” at 
the opening session of the International 
Dental Congress on August 5, at Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

The international prize, a diploma, was 
presented to Dr. Brodie by Dr. Henri 
Villain of Paris, France, a brother of the 
late Georges Villain. The prize has been 
established to honor Dr. Villain, a promi- 
nent leader in dental education and a 
former president of the International 
Dental Congress. 

Dr. Brodie, first recipient of the prize, 
has been recognized for research on the 
growth and development of the face. He 
established the principle on the constancy 
of the growth pattern of the face. 

Dr. Brodie also has been recognized for 
contributions in the field of dental edu- 
cation. A graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania, he organized the depart- 
ment of graduate orthodontia at the Chi- 
cago Professional Colleges of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in November, 1929. 

He is the author of numerous papers 
on the biologic, historical, and clinical 
phases of orthodontia, a specialized den- 
tistry dealing with the irregularity of the 
teeth. The technique of the use of the 
Edgewise Arch Mechanism for straight- 
ening of teeth was introduced to the den- 
tal profession at large for the first time 
in 1929 by Dr. Brodie at a meeting of 
the Chicago Dental Society. 

The Villain prize recipient received his 
specialized training at the Angle School 
of Orthodontia at Pasadena, California, 
and was selected by Dr. Edward H. 
Angle, recognized as the father of ortho- 



















































dontia, to present the new technique to 
the dental profession. 

Dr. Brodie has served as acting dean 
of the University’s college of dentistry 
since the fall of 1944. He replaced Dr. 
H. M. Marjerisen at that time. 


PEDODONTIA CONFERENCE 
ATN. U. 


The jirst conference of teachers of 
Pedodontia of the Dental Schools of 
North America was held at Northwest- 
ern University Dental School from June 
26 to July 2, 1947. This meeting was con- 
ducted under the cooperative efforts of 
the School of Education and the School 
of Dentistry. Some thirty-five teachers 
and others interested in Dentistry for 
children were present. The general idea 
behind this first meeting was to stimulate 
thought and action with a view to im- 
proving the teaching of Pedodontia and 
to emphasize the need for greater care 
of the mouths and teeth of young chil- 
dren. Among the subjects discussed were 
the relationship of the basic sciences to 
the problems of prevention and care, the 
psychology of the child who has to be 
carefully handled, and the psychology of 
the student who has to be inculcated with 
the importance of this phase of Dentistry. 
Such unprecedented interest and enthu- 
siasm were aroused that plans are being 
made for somewhat similar sessions in the 
future. 


WORKSHOP ON CARIES CONTROL 
AT UNIVERSITY OF MICHIGAN 


A workshop on the “Evaluation of 
Caries Control Measures” is being held 
September 8 to 13, 1947 at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, School of Public 
Health, Ann Arbor, Michigan.

POSTGRADUATE AND SEMINAR 
COURSES AT U. OF I. 


A new postgraduate and seminar 
course in “Recent Advances in Caries 
Control” will be offered by the Univer- 
sity of Illinois college of dentistry start- 
ing Wednesday, November 5.

“Periodontia 2,” a course concerning 
clinical treatment, will be offered twice. 
Dr. Balint Orban, research fellow in his- 
tology, will head the staff for the course 
which will be given on Wednesdays start- 
ing September 24, and on Tuesdays, be- 
ginning November 3. 

Dr. Orban also will instruct “Peri- 
dontia 1,” dealing with physiology and 
pathology of the periodontal structures. 
The course will be offered on Wednes- 
days starting January 7, 1948. 


DR. TYLMAN APPOINTED 
TO PERCY JONES 


Dr. Stanley D. Tylman, an authority 
on the use of plastics in the construc- 





tion of artificial ears, noses, and fingers, 
has been appointed as expert civilian 
consultant in dentistry to Percy Jones 
hospital at Battle Creek, Mich. 

Dr. Tylman, professor of prosthetic 
dentistry at the University of Illinois, re- 
ceived his appointment from the Office
